OPENING MOVES IN BALKANS 


a 


From Our Muitirany CORRESPONDENT. 


T is too soon as yet to form a very 
clear idea of how the newest war 
go are trending. There is 

noth new, so far, in the technique 
of the German offensive. By all ac- 
counts it has been launched in great 
force—we hear of 21 divisions alon 
the northern half of the front, base 
on Austria, Hungary and Rumania, 
and 22 along the southern half, based 
on Bulgaria. The schwerpunkt is 
where it was to be looked for 
schematically—up the Strumitsa valley, 
towards the Uskub-Prilep line. This 
aims at cutting off the Yugoslavs from 
Greece, and the effort has met with 
an initial success. It is also the shortest 
road to relieve the Italians in Albania, 
the distance being about 100 miles in 
a direct line. The Commander-in-Chief 
is Field-Marshal List, a Bavarian, who 
commanded the right wing army in 
Poland—that one which crossed the 
Carpathians from Slovakia. 


SKILFUL BEGINNING 


The Greek defensive seems to have 
begun very skilfully, and to have 
‘‘ got value for its money.” The price 
paid by the attackers for the gains 
recorded seems to have been appreci- 
able. Western Trace, apparently, has 
been altogether evacuated. Eastern 
Macedonia—i.e., the territory between 
the Mesta and Struma rivers—is being 
treated as a forward battle zone. It 
is the Struma line, in rear, which the 
Germans are seeking to turn, From 
Yugoslavia there is nothing definite. 
It seems, however, very probable that 
an important effort is on foot to liqui- 
date the Italians in Albania. Scutari 
has probably been occupied, as re- 
ported. Fiume and Zara—also men- 
tioned—signify nothing: except, in- 
deed, that they are so many additional 
harbours for lighter craft,sshould such 
be needed. The other suggestion of a 
Yugoslavia attack on Szeged, in Hun- 
gary, seems ridiculous, unless to raid 
the railway bridge over the Theiss. 


ITALY’S IMPORTANCE 


There is a possibility that the im- 
portance of the Italian contribution to 
the new Balkan offensive may be over- 
looked, although Italy is very seriously 
concerned, his is not merely on 
account of the imminent danger 
threatening her armies on the Albanian 
front, but also by reason of her capa- 
city to threaten directly the entire 
left of the Yugoslav disposition—a 
direct result of geographical propin- 
quity. It is certainly here, and no 
longer in Albania, that Italy must 
make her main effort. Italy must have 
still the best part of 70 divisions on 
her home territory; so that enough 
should be available to put a couple of. 
field armies in here. At the same 
time it must be remembered that the 
Adriatic now has become an exposed 
sea-front, and far more large units 
must, therefore, be tied down for 
coastal defence. The present Italo- 
Yugoslav frontier zone corresponds, 
roughly, to the operation-sector of the 
Sth (Isonzo) Austro-Hungarian Army 
during the years 1915-1918. It would 
not, however, be possible for the 
Yugoslav Command to utilise the old 
defensive battle-fields. These lie en- 
tirely in Italian territory, and could, 
besides, be easily turned by German 
troops coming in from the North, across 
the Karawanken and the River Drave. 
Turkish estimates credit them with 12 
to 15 divisions along this sector. 


AIM OF YUGOSLAVIA 


The primary aim of the Yugoslavs 
here would have to be the establish- 
ment of a strong defensive flank, in 
order to make ture that their dis- 
position as a whole was not turned 
from the North-West. The general 
lie of the terrain is not unfavourable 
for such a manceuvre: the valleys of 
the Save and its tributaries, Zeier, 
Llublan, Gurk and Kulpa, though 
mountainous at first, offer very dis- 
tinct avenues of approach to the heart 
of the country. Probably the best 
method by which to counter any such 
attempt would be to take post on the 
flank of it, with the left resting on the 
sea near Fiume and the front generally 
facing northward. Then a repetition 
of the tactical method so successfully 
employed in 1914-15 by the Serbian 
part of the nation—very active defence 
and counter-stroke— would probably 
give the best results. That such a 
tactical method is still applicable 
was clearly demonstrated by the 
Greeks last November on a _ terrain 
remarkably similar.

The a of Italian East Africa 
may now be regarded as all but com- 
plete. Organised resistance has ceased, 
and practically no place of military 
value now remains in Italian hands. 
Moreover, this result has been accom- 
plished in ample time to set free 
resources of all kinds for employment 
elsewhere. uch being the case, it is 
desirable to take stock, with a view to 
calculating the probable effects of the 
British victory in this theatre. . 

‘It seems possible that one of the 
earliest of these effects—as it will even- 
tually be one of the most important—is 
that foreshadowed recently from the 
United States of America, “ if no fight- 
ing is taking place in the Red Sea.” In 
that event, it would seem, American 
merchant ships may bring cargoes as 
far as Port Sudan or Suez. This would 
be an enormous saving, and would set 
free an important quantity of British 
and Allied tonnage for more urgent 
requirements. OF course, the effect 
would not be immediate, but relief 
would be progressive and eventually 
very great. Even apart from any move 
like this, the British will be able to 
add to their East Mediterranean fleet 
some units hitherto employed on the 
East India Station, and this will, in 
turn, set free Gibraltar light craft for 
convoy work in the Atlantic. Inci- 
dentally, the quite recent acquisition 
of the Yugoslav owe 8 by the common 
“ pool ” will contribute to the same 
end. 


CASE OF AIR AND 
MECHANISED UNITS 


We have placed naval considerations 
first, because—although not most 
obvious—they are most important. The 
value of the additional aerial strength 
which becomes available is too obvious 
to require any emphasis. A reinforce- 
ment of great value, both as regards 
numbers and quality, can be sent north- 
ward with a delay measurable practi- 
cally in days. In this particular 
domain reinforcement of the Allied 
Balkan front can be regarded as 
virtually immediate. 

Mechanised units are rather differ- 
ently circumstanced. It will be a matter 
of several weeks before any of these can 
be put into action anywhere. First 
of all, they must get at least a 
perfunctcry overhaul; then they must 
be, somehow, got on to a Red Sea 
steamer, or a Nile steamer, or a 
Sudanese railway, etc. All this takes 
time; and the same is true as regards 
the possibilities of sending captured 
Italian material to any place. Still, no 
doubt, a start can be made, and the 
more -immediately serviceable material 
can be got away to a new destination. 
Besides, it must be remembered that 
these delays are only relative: it is 
still very much easier to get a tank 
to Salonika from Addis Ababa than it 
is from Adelaide or New York, and 
at least as easy as from Liverpool. 


RELEASE OF OTHER 
TROOPS 


Troops other than specialised types 
can be released speedily enough in ap- 
preciable numbers. It is a question 
where best to employ them. Some 
units would suit the Balkans admir- 
ably; for example, the Indian moun- 
tain troops, which fought so success- 
fully around Keren, in very similar 
terrain. On the other hand, different 
units might be better utilised in 
Libya, which is also a major front, 
and one to which their transport 
presents even less difficulty. At all 
events, it will be clear that forces of 
very great importance—a Turkish esti- 
mate says “at least 200.000’’--have 
now been set free, whether for the 
Balkans, or for Libya, or for both. 
Should reinforcements become neces- 
sarv for the Far East—which, in view 
of Mr. Matsuoka’s tour, cannot he 
ruled out—they will, presumably, be 
got from clsewhere. 


FRENCH SOMALILAND 


On the political side, the position of 
French Somaliland again comes to the 
fore. This small territory is now en- 
tirely surrounded Ly territory in Allied 
occupation, ‘while troops giving al- 
legiance to General de Gaulle have 
contributed materially to the results 
of the East African campaign. The 
Addis Ababa railway, it will be re- 
membered, runs from Jibuti, the 
capital of the colony. ‘The circum- 
stances, accordingly. are altogether 
very peculiar.

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BEAUTY IN SMALL 
PROPORTIONS 


WATER-COLOUR AND 
OIL PAINTINGS 
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(SECOND NOTICE.) 


E sculpture exhibited in the 

Royal Hibernian Academy this 

year ig worthy of close study. 
Nothing is present of “‘heroic’’ pre- 
tensions; much of it consists of heads 
and busts, but a good part comprises 
imaginative and idealistic works. From 
lack of an art gallery there is no 
space in the Academy for large work, 
and the sculptors have had to confine 
their exhibits to the miniature and 
the ornamental. Sculpture is a costly 
and laborious art compared with paint- 
ing; it has no glamour of colour; its 
wsthetic, being in three dimensions, is 
the more difficult of attainment; it 
demands a higher degree of educated 
understanding to appreciate in what 
measure the artist has proved that he 
is sensuously conscious of symmetry 
in three dimensional form. 

A study in anatomy like that of 
Peter J. Brennan, No: 382, ‘‘ Stretch- 
ing Torso,’’ therefore, makes little 
appeal, save to the cognoscenti. 
a beautiful piece of clay modelling, 
cast in plaster of Paris. 

““ And ne’er did Grecian spatchel trace 

A Nymph, a Naiad or a Grace 

Of finer form or lovelier face,” 

Unfortunately. it has no face, nor 
arms nor hands to interest an ordinary 
spectator, yet it is a most meritorious 
effort in high art. That Mr. Brennan 
can model heads and arms is shown in 
the half-length statue in his No. 284. 
“Miss Catherine Madden,” in which 
both poise and pose are attractive. 


EARLIEST AVIATOR 


That able sculptor, Albert Power, 
R.H.A., shows several works, and par- 
ticular attention will be attracted by a 
finely-wrought marble miniature re- 
cumbent statuette of the dying original 
aviator, with broken wings on a sea- 
beaten rock. ‘‘ Icarus, Icarus. Nohina 
--Dedit Aquis,’” it is entitled. 
‘Trout’ is another exquisitely sculp- 
tured smal! piece in green marble by 
the same artist. who also shows a small 
bronze. One should be grateful to 
Senator Brennan for having lent 
Jerome Connor’s about quarter-size 
statue, ‘‘The Mourning Fisherman,”’ 
a scale model for the Lusitania 
Memorial. Mr. Connor also exhibits 
other fine specimens of his skill. 
Laurence Campbell, R.H.A., exhibits 
an excellent portrait head of the late 
Director of the National College of 
Art, and among works of worth the 
capital bust, “Mary,” while his 
likeness of Miss Melanie Le Brocquy 
is, perhaps, the finest thing in the 
Sculpture Section. Miss Le Brocquy is 
herself no mean exponent of the art, 
as witness her “ St. Patrick Overthrow- 
ing Crom Cruadh,”’ No. 404. 


UNCONVENTIONAL 


Probably the doyen of our sculptors, 
Oliver Sheppard, R.H.A., shows a 
vigorously modelled little work, ‘‘ The 
Agony in the Garden,” in which Christ 
is lying in an agonised attitude, the 
face upturned; an unconventional con- 
ception. A_ skilled piece of stone 
carving stands to the credit of Peter 
Grant, ‘‘ Hasten to Defend,’’ and a 
fine portrait head with a lively frieze 
below is shown by Rosamond Praeger 
in the ‘‘ Model for a School Memorial.”’ 
May Power has this year another 
speaking likeness in her bust of '' Dr. 

incent O'Brien,” and Seamus Murphy 
has finely executed the head of Dr. W. 
Lombard Murphy. He also exhibits a 
head of “An Uachtarán,” and a well 
made bust of “Dr. Richard Hayes.

WATER-COLOURS 


There are more than two hundred water 
colours on view this year. The artistic 
standard for admission was set suff- 
ciently to ensure a good show. 
Nonetheless there is evidence here and 
there that other qualifications were 
considered. The water-colour numbers 
begin among the two hundreds, and in 
the twenties of these Gerald Bruen 
stands forth with ‘‘ The Broadmeadow, 
Swords,” and “Near Bohernabreena,’’ 
bright landscape views, while his No. 
274, ‘‘Up the Liffey,’’ is a colourful, 
clever drawing of steamers at the 
quayside, and a difficult 
ably rendered. Michael Bourke, as is 
to be expected, shows several attractive 
pictures. Of Rosemary Coyle’s two 
me ag ‘‘Graiguenamanagh '” is the 
more pleasing, being a true portrait of 
the place. 

The light cn shimmering water has 
a musical clarity in Howard Knee’s 
“The Needles, Howth,” and Fergus 
O’Ryan, with ‘ Stephen’s Place, off 
Mount street,” may claim descriptive 
ability, enhanced by compositional 
colour variety; as an oil-painter he has 
proved his worth in No. 75: ‘“‘ Innish- 
man, from Dunbeg, Co. Donegal.” 
Tom Nisbet shows three pictures, and 
in No. 276, ‘‘ Old Furniture Shop,’’ the 
atmosphere of quietude is charmingly 
sensed. Kate Dobbin has a beautiful 
description of flowers in No. 305. 
George R. 8. Pennefather, Helen 
Pennefather, Romilly Seymour, Theo. 
J. Gracey and Carmel Flynn are 
well represented. Patric Steven- 
son, with many colours, trains the 
eye over a wide vista to the hill- 
top over the water, in “' Coolicragh, 
Bantry Bay.” The shock of colour in 
the gouache paintings by Norah 
McGuinness is characteristic. C. M. 
Doran shows two engaging views. Of 
the several pastels by William Conor,

Lyn Hope give a good account of 
their worth, and Nora McCarton’s

Salonika and Massawa 
Two main facts emerge from the speech 


of the British Prime Minister in the House 


of Commons yesterday. The Germans are 
in Salonika, and the British have captured 
the port of Massawa. Mr. Churchill gave 
a graphic account of the events that led 
up to the arrival of the Germans on the 
shores of the 2Egean. He spoke of “the 


Rumania, the seduction and occupation 
of Bulgaria’’ ; and told the House that in 
February Mr. Anthony Eden, Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, and General 
Dill, Chief of the Imperial General Staff, 
had gone out to the Near East ‘‘to see 
if anything could be done to form a united 
defensive front in the Balkans.’’ Mr. 
Churchill declared -hat, if Yugoslavia, 
Greece, and Turkey had stood together 
they would have been able to place 
between sixty and seventy divisions in 
the field, and the Germans might have 
thought twice before they undertook an 
invasion of the Balkan peninsula. 
Apparently, the British representatives 
failed in their task. Mr. Churchill blames 
Prince Paul of Yugoslavia and his 
Ministers; but the fact is that the 
Germans have invaded Greece and Yugo- 
Slavia; that they have reached the vital 
port of Salonika; and that, for all 
practical purposes, the Greeks’ heroic 
resistance against the Italians has been 
in vain. So far, according to Mr. 
Churchill, the British and Imperial forces 
that have been landed in Greece, have 
not been engaged. Herr von Ribbentrop 
some days ago predicted another 
‘‘Dunkirk’’ in the Balkans; but, pre- 
sumably, the British forces that have been 
ferried across from North Africa— 
incidentally, without the loss of a single 
man—are in sufficient strength, and have 
‘adequate equipment, to fulfil any task 
that they may be required to undertake. 
In this connection it may be of interest 
to note that Mr. Churchill, in the course 
of his speech, enunciated a _ principle 
which contains a profound truth. “ There 
is no jess likely way of winning a war,”’ 
he said, ‘‘than to adhere pedantically to 
the maxim of ‘safety first?” Up to the 
present, Herr Hitler has defied all the 
military pedants. and. in: the current 
phrase, he has “ got away with it” with 
almost monotonous’ regularity. His 
generals broke all the rules of the Staff 
College text books after the break-through 
at Maastricht and Sédan last summer. 
They did not play the orthodox military 
game. Yet they overwhelmed the Low 
Countries and conquered France in record 
time. Is it possible that the British now 
propose to take a leaf out of the Fuehrer’s 
book? They have the men; they have 
the leaders ; and they have the resources. 
‘Now that the Germans are in Salonika, 
after a campaign that has lasted less than 
three days, unorthodox methods obviously 
are essential. Under the leadership of 
Winston Churchill, the British can have 
no lack of imagination. How that 
quality will be used by their soldiers 
remains to be seen. 

There is another side to the picture. As 
Mr. Churchill said, the British people 
must be prepared to take the rough with 
the smooth; and the record of their 
forces has not been altogether unsatis- 
factory. The Italian port of Massawa, in 
East Africa, has been captured. In view 
of the fall of Addis Ababa, this achieve- 
ment means that the campaign in East 
Africa is virtually at an end; and, in the 
British Premier's words, ' the complete 
destruction and capture of all the Italian 
forces operating in Abyssinia may be 
reasonably expected.” Furthermore, 
according to Mr. Churchill, the Red Sea 
has been ‘virtually cleared of all enemy 
warships.’’ The collapse of Italian resist- 
ance in Ethiopia will release forces that 
can be employed to advantage elsewhere; 
and the British naval victory off Cape 
Matapan has ‘‘decisively broken the 
power of Italy in the Mediterranean.”’ 
Mr. Churchill made no attempt to 
minimise the significance of the British 
withdrawal from Benghazi. He admitted 
frankly that the Germans had contrived 
to land mechanised forces in Tripoli in 
greater quantities than had been antici- 
pated by the British High Command. The 
loss of Benghazi, he said, which had been 
imposed on the British by the incursion 
of the Germans into Cyrenaica, had been 
‘“‘injurious’’; not, indeed, because 
Benghazi had any particular value from 
the purely strategic point of view, but 
because there were many valuable airfields 
in the neighbourhood. But for the exist- 
ence of these airfields, he added, the 
British might have decided to stay their 
advance at- Tobruk, which, apparently, 
lends itself admirably to defensive 
measures. Now that the Germans have 
brought their Panzerdivisionen and their 
bombing aircraft to North Africa, the 
British Premier declares that ‘‘I cannot 
attempt to forecast what the course of the 


fighting in Cyrenaica will be.” He does 
warn his people, however, that thera 
probably will be “hard and severe 


fighting,’’ not only for the maintenance of 
the final positions that will be taken up 
by the Army of the Nile, but even for the 
defence of Egypt. In Mr. Churchill’s 
view—and this view has been expressed in 
these columns from the outset—the issue 
of the war will depend not on what may, 
or may not, happen in the Balkans, or 
even in North Africa, but on the battle 
of the Atlantic. Great Britain will win 
or lose the war on the sea. Since the 
outbreak of war the British have lost four 
million tons of merchant shipping through 
enemy action. It is a formidable figure, 
from which, to do him justice, Mr. 
Churchill does not shrink. Steps have 
been, and are being, taken to cope with 
this situation ; but it would be foolish to 
deny that it constitutes a serious threat to 
Great Britain’s existence. Finally, there is 
the possibility of a German invasion. The 
British Premier believes that the Germans

Planning the. Land 


The British Government hopes to have 
created, by the beginning of winter, a 
live-stock population that it can be 


i “”reasonably sure of being able to 


feed.” So said Mr. R. 8. Hudson, 
its Minister of Agriculture, at York 
this week. It would be simple enough, 
no, doubt, to breed an enormous number 
of cattle, enough—on paper, at any 
rate—to keep every man, woman and 
child in the country supplied to repletion 
with meat; but the problem is to feed the 
animals. In that respect the British diffi- 
culty is the same as Ireland’s. Both 
countries -have permitted themselves to 
become dependent, to a considerable extent, 
upon imported feeding-stuffs; and, now 
that the foreign supply has diminished, 
if not disappeared, a home-made alterna- 
tive must be devised. Mr. Hudson proposes 
to cut the British coat according to the 
cloth. Since it is no longer possible to 
accommodate the quantity of feeding-stuffs 
to the number of cattle, the number of 
cattle must be accommodated to the 
available quantity of feeding-stuffs. ‘‘ Far 
better,” he says, “a smaller number of 
beasts, reasonably fed, producing milk and 
meat, than a larger number, under-fed, 
producing neither milk nor meat.” In 
effect, Britain is planning the agricultural 


that she is devoting to the industrial 
aspect. Every possible ounce of food must 
be produced, but every care must be taken 
that there is not a superabundance of one 
crop and a shortage of another; cattle 
must be bred, but their breeding must not 
be at the expense of tillage. Under the 
compulsion of war, in fact, Britain is 
doing what many of her peopie urged her 
to do long ago; but she has left it so 
late that her planning must be far more 
rigorous than it would have been, if under- 
taken earlier. For example, she is con- 
fronted with the problem of labour for 
her farms. First-class tractor-drivers, 
ploughmen and thatchers are at a 
premium; their services are so greatly 
in demand that, as soon as they have 
finished a job in one part of the country, 
they are liable to be hustled off to another. 
Comparatively unskilled hands are being 
transported in hundreds from the cities 
and set to work upon the land—so many 
of them, indeed, that their housing has 
presented a new problem, and the Govern- 
ment is considering the erection of hostels 
for their accommodation. ll these 
matters ought to have a special interest 
for us in Ireland; for a day may come— 
and may come very soon—when our own 
country will have to mobilise its resources 
in a similar manner. It remains to be 
seen whether Ireland’s agricultural popu- 
lation will be large enough to cope with 
the increased areas under tillage, to 
handle the problems of ensilage, to dig turf 
sufficient to tide us over the winter, with- 
out extraneous help. Sooner or later 
labour must be recruited, and we think 
that the Government ought to be devising 
schemes for its recruitment now. Have 
there been any discussions with the trades 
unions, the parish committees and other 
interested authorities concerning the trans- 
ference of men from one area to another— 
as almost certainly will be necessary? The 
time for planning is not when crisis 
actually has arrived. 


Tea Fights 


Clergymen of all religious colours have 
condemned, with varying degrees of indig- 
nation and sorrow, the growth of what is 
termed “ the cocktail habit.” It is doubt- 
ful if, in fact, cocktails are drunk to any 
considerable extent in this country; but 
since the Jast war there has been a very 
great increase in the consumption of 
alcoholic liquor by young persons. The 
most regrettable feature of this increase 
of drinking is that women are playing as 
conspicuous a part in it as men. There 
was a time when only women of a “' low 
type’’ were to be seen in public-houses. 
Nowadays women of impeccable moralit# 
and eminent respectability are a regular 
sight in the “ lounges ' which enterprising 
vintners have had added to their establish- 
ments. The modern ball would be a failure 
if it lacked a bar, and a party that was 
without a selection of ‘‘bottles’’ would 
not be a modern party. One of the reasons 
for these developments may have been the 
relaxation during the last war of the 
discipline and supervision which were im- 
posed upon young persons during Victorian 
and Edwardian days. Another may be 
the ‘‘emancipation’’ of women, their 
investment, by statute, with sex equality. 
Along with man’s rights they have taken 
over some of man’s wrongs. It is possible, 
too, that the effects of the prohibition era 
in the United States, when it was con- 
sidered '“clever” to be able to obtain 
““ bootleg ” liquor, spread to these islands, 
and the youth of Great Britain and 
Ireland sought to emulate the alcoholic 
feats of American youth. Thirty years 
ago the majority of parties were tea 
parties. Men and women, young and old, 
could spend a pleasant evening together 
after a meal in which tea and cakes were the 
most significant refreshments. No stronger 
stimulants then were necessary to put 
people in a condition of “good form.” 
Those who remember such parties are satis- 
fied that they were superior to the modern 
type. They usually wera without regrets, 
mental or physical. Up to a few days 
ago it seemed that they were a thing of 
the past, and likely to remain so; but in 
the present emergency there may be a 
prospect of the revival of at least one of 
the innocent pleasures of the old days. 
Possibly there is something in the theory 
that people desire most fervently the things 
that are difficult to obtain, that such was 
the reason for the spread of drinking 
among the youth of the United States. If 
that is so, the tea party of the immediate 
future should be a vastly more attractive 
proposition than the bottle party. To-day 


anyone who has the money can organise a 


side of her economy with the same care. 


bottle party ; to organise a tea party, how- 
ever, may necessitate a great deal of enter- 


amount of self-denial in accumulating the 
precious leaf. Soon it may be a greater 
complimert to ask a friend to have a cup 
of tea than to ask him to have a glass of 
beer. In that way, out of evil may come 
good. It may become “ the clever thing ”’ 
to drink tea; alcohol will be common- 
place.

HE British public is receiving Sir 

Kingsley Wood's latest Budget with 


equanimity, and the new burdens im] 
are being accepted in a spirit that is re- 


markable. ‘That beer and tobacco are un- 
touched is regarded as a wise policy, since 
so many small incomes will affected, 


with iess money to spend on luxuries. The 
compulsory saving idea is also welcomed, 
inasmuch as many people are realising 
that when the war is over there will be a 
call on savings while reconstruction is 
under way, and the possibility is sug- 
gested that the step may be the forerunner 
of a comprehensive insurance scheme for 
use in peace-time. Even the little people 
who will come into the band of payers of 
income tax do not repine, and seem to be 
willing to meet any call made upon them. 


National Marketing 


Major Monro, the head of one of 
Britain’s biggest fruit and vegetable firms, 
is to be the managing director of the 
National Vegetable Marketing Company, 
and will control the production and dis- 
tribution of all vegetables, beginning with 
onions and carrots. He will purchase all 
crops of these produced on holdings of over 
one acre, paying fixed prices according to 
the season. This new company is to 
commence its operations in the autumn, so 
that it may deal with this year’s supplies. 
Once onions and carrots are safeguarded, 
the company will deal with tomatoes, the 
controlled price of which was fixed yester- 
day at one shilling and sixpence per 
pound Last week’s prices for tomatoes 
ranged from two shillings and sixpence 
per pound to ten shillings. 


A Roosevelt Expert 


The latest adviser of President Rooseve!t 
to arrive in London is Mr. Thomas D. 
Campbell, the biggest individual wheat- 
grower in the world. farming nearly one 
hundred thousand wheat acres in Montana, 
besides being a partner in another seven 
hundred thousand acres in Mexico. An 
acknowledged expert, he was consulted 
by the Soviet Government, and helped to 
produce thirty million acres of wheat- 
growing Jand in Rassia by the close of the 
Five-Year Plan. Mr. Campbell is said to 
regard British farming methods as satis- 
factory but is of the opinion that much 
greater use should be made of mechanisa- 
tion on the land, he himself, with his 
great acreage, using no horses. He is 
spending a fortnight studying British 
agricultural methods.

Of the net balance of £54,534,000, approxi- 
mately £16,000,000 will be carried to 
reserve after discharging liabilities. 


Easter Marriages 


The Easter holidays in the normal way 
see many marriages among the people, but 
it is said that there will be no rush this 
year in London, and Registrars anticipate 
only the usual number for a week-end. 
It is suggested that the “ staggering ' of 
the holidays may account in some Measur» 
for this, but there is also the fact that 
the war weddings are so numerous nowa- 
days, and the young people are taking 
advantage of opportunity rather than wait 
for a festive season. The number of 
weddings that have taken place during the 
present year must be very considerable 


judging from newspaper reports. 


Latest Call-up 


The particulars of the men of the ages 
of 41, 42 and 43 who registered last Satur- 
dav are being examined by the Ministry 
of Labour, and in due course those con- 
sidered eligible for transfer to industries 
more closely connected with the British 
war effort than their present employment 
will be interviewed in order that further 
details of their experience and capabilities 
mav be obtained. There is no intention to 
bring in any system involving mass 
transfers to war factories, but it is under- 
stood that quite a number of the men 
will be posted to workshops, where their 
previous experience will be more valuable 
to the national interest than the work 
they are at present engaged in. The transfer 
will be gradual, and there wil] be transfers 
to the war industries from time to time as 
vacancies become available.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 
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This Tea Business ! 


I may, of course, be mistaken, but it 
looks to me as if tine only conceivable 
solution of this shortage of beverages is 
—beer. And, in order to avert the wrath 
of the Church Temperance Committee, 
the Methodist Conference, the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church and 
the Pioneers’ Total Abstinence Society, 
let me insist that this view is not based 
upon any undue partiality for the afore- 
mentioned liquid, which, indeed, is so far 
from being a favourite of mine that I will 
allow myself to be bought virtually 
any other form of tipple, hard or soft, in 
preference. 

The fact remains. Tea threatens to be 
unobtainable, and what you can obtain of 
it already is hardly worth having. Nor 
can I see any hope of a superior abund- 
ance of coffee or cocoa, both of which have 
likewise to be transported in ships; and 
there is already, thanks to the foot-and- 
mouth epidemic, a shortage of milk. For 
that matter, I cannot see all the cows in 
the country, even if they could be fed to 
busting-point, producing enough milk to 
do more than wet the throat of our 
droughty population. 


Beer for Bairns 


Becr I am afraid, it must be. The 
same thought struck Mr. de Valera some 
years ago, when in a highly realistic 
moment he anticipated the tea scarcity of 
the present day—although I note with 
some interest that he urged the claims of 
beer once, and only once. But the tea- 
time tipple of the coming age cannot be 
beer as we know it to-day; for even the 
mildest of the customary brews is a trifle 
hearty for those of tender years, and even 
the cheapest would make a substantially 
larger hole in the family budget than the 
now obsolescent pound of Pekoe. 

It looks very much, indeed, as if this 
country has got to bend its energies to the 
provision of a light and extremely cheap 
beer. Problems of specific gravity are 
beyond me, and I have long since dis- 
covered that the alcoholic content of a 
beverage, as expressed in percentages, 
bears no relation to its power of unsteady- 
ing the legs and unlimbering the brain; 
but the problem ought to be simple 
enough of solution. 


Coming in Cans 


This beverage-beer, breakfast-beer, beer- 
for-all, or whatever you care to call it, 
will have to be a great deal milder than 
any of the varieties now on popular sale. 
It will also require to be a great deal 
cheaper. It will not, of course, be bottled. 
You will call for it in a big jug capable 


of containing at least a couple of quarts, 
because nothing less would be of the 
slightest use to an average family; and [ 
can envisage a day—not by any means 
remote—when the beer-man wil! be calling 
round at the side-door or the kitchen 
window precisely as the milkman cal!s 
nowadays. But he will not be leaving it 
in paper cartons. 

This is no flight of fancy. I can see 
no alternative, and the organisations 
mentioned a few paragraphs above wi: | 
just have to put up with it. consoling 
themselves with the thought that it pro- 
bablv would make for increased sobrict’ 
in this country, just as the prevalence of 
cheap and comparatively mild liquors has 
made for sobriety in most continental 
lands. 

And if anybody replies that beer needs 
barlev. I can only assure him that we can 
grow barlev. whereas we cannot crow tea. 
coffee or cocoa, and a substantial increase 
of our dairy herds would present al! 
manner of problems.

Tuesday night’s German 
air raids on Britain was directed 
against Coventry, where it is

thousand fire bombs were 
dropped during the raid on 
Coventry. ' 

During the night seven German 
bombers were destroyed, six by night 
bhias and one by anti-aircraft gun- 
aire. 

[wo German bombers were shot 
down by fighters of the Royal Air 
Force off the Welsh coast. An 
amendea return for Monday night 
shows that a total of six German 
aircraft was shot down. 

While the raid on Coventry was 
taking place, British pilots, for the

making a raid on Kiel, and the pilots 
reported having caused heavy damage, 
some, saying that ‘‘the sight was even

included raids on Bremerhaven.

GERMAN REPORT 
Press ASSOCIATION TELEGRAM, 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 


Great Yarmouth, in addition to 
Coventry and Portsmouth, was one of 
the two towns raided by the Luftwaffe 
last night, the official German News 
Agency claims to-night. 

‘On the night of April 8,” it stated, 
“the Hill street gasholder and im- 
portant aircraft and motor factories 
were bombed in Coventry. 

“In Portsmouth bombs fell on 
Government and other shipyards, 
causing fires that could. be seen from 
France. 

'“ At Great Yarmouth the targets 
were warehouses and gas and power 
works. 

‘In addition! damage was done at 
six aerodromes to hangars, barracks, 
workshops. oil store and runways by 
bombs of all calibres.”’ 


KIEL, BREMERHAVEN 
AND EMDEN 


A British Air communiqué yester- 
day stated :— 

‘A very powerful force of aircraft 
of the Bomber Command resumed the 
attack on Kiel on Tuesday night. ‘The 
weather was ideal for the observation 
of results, and many of the crews 
reported that these were even more 
impress've than on Monday night. 

“ Bremerhaven, Emden and the oil- 
storage tunks at Rotterdam were also 
raided during the night, and aircraft 
of the Fighter Command carried out 
offensive patrols over aerodromes in 
Northern Raine. 

“From these night operations five 
aircraft of the Bomber Command are 
missing. 
“During daylight on Tuesday air- 
craft of the Bomber and Coastal Com- 
mands attacked shipping off the 
Frisian Islands and objectives in occu- 
pied territory. None of our aircraft 
is missing from these operations, and 


enemy fighters which attempted to in- 


terfere with them were driven off.” 


AIRCRAFT SHOT DOWN 
| AT SEA 


A British Admiralty communiqué, 
last night stated :— 

“Two German aircraft have been 
shot down to-day by the guns of His 
Majesty’s ships. 

“One, a Messerschmitt 110, was shot 
down by His Majesty’s destroyer 
Valorous (Lieutenant-Commander E. 
Mack, R.N.), and the other a Heinkel 
111, by the combined fire of His 
Majesty’s destroyer Avon Vale (Lieu- 
tenant-Commander P. “A. R. Withers, 
R.N.), and His Majesty’s trawler 
Kingston Beryl -(Lieutenant-Com- 
mander J, S, Wilson, R.C.N., V.B.). 

' No casualties or damage were sus- 
tained by any.of His Majesty’s ships.

Concerning the question of the 
ports, Mr. de Valera’s most recent 
pronouncement was made in the Dail 
on November 7 last following a speech 
made by Mr. Churchill some time pre- 
viously. This was followed by what 
Mr. de Valera described as ‘‘an ex- 
tensive Press campaign in Britain it- 
self, and reechoed in the United 
States of America, the purport of that 
campaign being that we should sur- 
render or lease our ports to Britain 
for the conduct of the war.” 

“There can be no question,’ said 
Mr. de Valera, ‘‘of the handing over 
of these ports so long as this State 
remains neutral. There can be no 
question of leasing these ports. They 
are ours. They are within our 
sovereignty, and there can be no ques- 
tion, as long as we remain neutral, of 
handing them over on any condition 
whatsoever. Any attempt to bring 
pressure to bear on us by any side— 
by any of the belligerents—by Britain 
—could only lead to bloodshed. 

“Certainly, as long as this Govern- 
ment remains in office, we shall de- 
‘fend our rights in regard to. these 
ports against whoever shall attack 
them, as we shall defend our rights 
in regard to every other part, of our 
territory. It would be a strange 
thing, indeed, if the reason for an 
attack upon our ports should be: that 
they would be useful, If that is a 
good reason, then I suppose it is uni- 
versally a good reason, and it is not 
necessary for me to point the moral 
by saying for or by whom.”

GERMAN MILITARY

I now turn from Cyrenaica and 
Abyssinia to the formidable struggle 
which has followed the German inva- 
sion of the Balkan Peninsula, with all 
its attendant savagery and science. 
For some months past we have wit- 
nessed and watched with growing con- 
cern the German absorption of 
Hungary, the occupation of Rumania, 
and the seduction and occupation of 
Bulgaria. Step by step we saw this 
movement of German military power 
to the East and South-East of Europe. 
A remorseless movement of German 
armoured and motorised divisions and 
of aircraft into all these three countries 
has for months been in progress, and at 
length we find that the Greeks and 
the Southern Slavs, neither of which 
States were capable of doing the 
slightest injury to Germany, must now 
fight to the death for their freedom 
and for the lands of their fathers. 

Until Greece was treacherously and 
suddenly invaded in November last at 
the behest of the base Italian Dictator, 
she had observed meticulous neutrality. 
It may be that the sentiments of her 
pore, like those of all free and 
onourable men in every country, were 
on our side, but nothing could have 
been more correct that the behaviour 
of her Government in diplomatic con- 
tact and relations. 


BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE 


We had no contacts er engagements 
of a military character with the Greek 
Government. Although there were 
islands like Crete of the highest naval 
consequence to us, and although we 
had given Greece ou~ guarantee against 
aggression, we abstained from the 
slightest intrusion upon her. It was 
only when she appealed to us for aid 
against the Italian invader that we 
gave whatever support in the air and 
in the matter of supply that was pos- 
sible to us. All this time the Ger- 
mans continued to lavish friendl 
assurance to Greece and to toy wit 
the idea of a new Commercial Treaty. 
German high officials, both in Athens 
and Berlin, expressed their disapproval 
of the Italian invasion and offered 
their sympathy to Greece 

Meanwhile, since the beginning of 
December the movement of German 
forces through Hungary and through 
Rumania towards Bulgaria became ap- 
parent to all.

“Pace May Slow Down” 


Doubts whether the Germans would 
be able to maintain their pressure in 
the Balkans was expressed by the 
British military spokesman in Athens 
yesterday, according to the Press Asso- 
ciation. 


LONG LINES 


Though the position in the North 
was hazy Germany had evidently had 
to take action before she was really 
ready so that she could “‘have a crack”’ 
at Yugoslavia before that country was 
better prepared, added the spokesman. 
“Tt is still questionable how far the 
Germans will be able to maintain their 
flying start. There is no reason to 
suppose that the Yugoslavs in South 
and South-East Serbia are going to let 
it be easy for the Germans in the bad 
country through which the German 
communications run, though we cannot 
bank on that too much. rman com- 
munications are, however, being 
stretched more and more.” 

The-military spokesman added that 
there were many unconfirmed reports 
about developments in Albania, includ- 
ing one that the Yugoslavs had cap- 
tured the whole of the north of the 
country. Nothing has been confirmed, 
however, except that the Yugoslavs 
had attacked the Italians in Albama. 


GERMAN STATEMENTS 


It was not until about 3.30 yesterday 
afternoon that the Germans claimed to 
be in Salonika. They then issued a 
special communiqué, saying that strong 
German armoured units advancing 
southwards from Yugoslavia had taken 
the port. 

‘““ After this break-through to the 
— Sea,’ the communiqué said, 
““the Greek troops in Thrace between 
the Vardar and the Turkish frontier 
have been cut off.” 

A further special High Command 
communiqué followed, claiming that 
after the Germans had broken through 
the Rupel Pass, and after the capture 
of Salonika, the Greek Army east of 
the Vardar “ offered their capitulation 
and laid down their arms.” 

This communiqué admitted that the 
Rupel Pass had been stubbornly and 
fiercely defended by the Greeks. 

Another special German High Com- 
mand announcement claimed that after 
German troops had occupied Skoplje 
and Veles they crossed the Vardar in 
the direction of the Albanian frontier, 
and took Tetovo and Prilep. 


METAXAS’ LINE 


** Having broken through the strongly 
fortified Metaxas line,’ this com- 
muniqué added, ' German troops 
occupied Xathne, about 100 miles east 
of Salonika and reached the coast cf 
the Agean. Their advance continues.” 

The capture of Nish, the important 
Yugoslav town 150 miles south-east of 
Belgrade, at 11 o'clock yesterday by 
motorised and armoured units of the 
German Army group under General von 
Kleist, was claimed in yet another 
special communiqué, which also 
reported that German troops advancing 
from Styria, in Southern Austria, had 
occupied the northern Yugoslav town 
of Maribor, and established a bridge- 
www on the southern bank oí the Drava 
River. 


YUGOSLAV CLAIMS 


Yesterday’s communiqué frem Yugo- 
slav G.H.Q. claimed that ‘‘ enormous “ 
losses were inflicted upon the Germans 
before the Slav troops, bitterly resist- 
ing, were obliged to evacuate Skoplje. 
Afterthe occupation,German armoured 
units persistently attacked the Katch- 
anik pass to the north-west, and were 
heavily attacked by Yugoslav bombing 
aircraft. The communiqué says that 
stubborn resistance is being offered to 
another German attack launched further 
north in the Tsaribrod sector, on the 
Yugoslav-Bulgarian frontier, about 35 
miles north-west of Sofia, on the Sofia- 
Belgrade railway. 

In Albania, the Yugoslav offensive is 
said to be continuing energetically on 
all fronts. The river Drin, which runs 
through Northern Albania, has been 
crossed, and the Yugoslav troops are 
advancing into the interior of the 
country. The communiqué also says 
that the Germans have lost ‘‘ dozens ”’ 
of aeroplanes during the past two days. 


BRITISH ATTACKS 


British Headquarters in Greece reg 
ported yesterday that, despite un- 
favourable weather, R.A.F. formations 
successfully attacked German motor 
transport and tank columns in the 
Strumica area of Southern Yugoslavia 
all day on Tuesday, and reconnaissance 
flights deep into German-occupied terri- 
tory were carried out. No British air- 
craft were lost in these operations. 

It was learned authoritatively in 
Ankara that the Yugoslav Embassy 
yesterday received information of Bul- 
ec participation in the attack on

If 
they were resolved to face the might and 
fury of the Huns we had no doubts but 
that we should share. their ordeal. and that 
the soldiers of the British Empire must 
stand in the line with them. We were 
advised by our Generals on the spot, the 
Chief of the Imperial General Staff and 
General Wavell, and General Papagos, the 
victorious Commanders-in-Chief, that a 
found military plan. giving good prospects 
of success, could be made. Of course. in 
all these matters there is hazard. 

In this case, as anyone ean sec without 
particularising unduly, there was for us a 
double hazard. It remains to be seen how 
well these opposing risks and duties have 
been judged, but of this I am sure. that 
there is no less likely way of winning a war 
than to adhere pedantically to the maxim of 
“Safety First.” Therefore, in the first 
weeks of March we entered into a military 
agreement with the Greeks. and the con- 
siderable movement of British and Imperial 
troops and supplies which have since 
developed began to take place. 


THE CASE OF 
YUGOSLAVIA

GREAT OPPORTUNITY 
MISSED 


Turning to Yugoslavia, Mr. Churchill 
said: This valiant, steadfast people, whore 
history for centuries has been a —— 
for life, and who owe their survival to their 
mountains and to their fighting qualities, 
made every endeavour to placate the Nazi 
monster. If they had made common cause 
with the Greeks when the Greeks, having 
been attacked -by Italy, had hurled back the 
invaders, the complete destruction of the 
Italian armies in Albania could certainly 
and swiftly have been achieved long before 
the German forces could have reached the 
theatre of war, and even in January or 
February this extraordinary military oppor- 
tunity was still open. 

But the Government of Prince Panl, 
untaught by the fate of so many of the 
smaller countries of Europe, not only 
observed the strictest neutrality and refused 
even to enter into effective Staff conversa- 
tions with Greece or with Turkey, or with us, 
but they hugged the delusion. that they 
could preserve their independence’ by 
patching up some sort of pact or compromise 
with Hitler. 


PEOPLE’S REVOLT 


Once again we saw the odious German 
poison technique employed. In this case, 
however, it was to the Govegnment rather 
than to the nation that the doses and the 
inoculation were administered. The process 
was not hurried. Why should it have been? 
All the time the German armies and Air 
Force were entering and massing in Bulgaria 
—from a few handfuls of tourists, admiring 


the beauties of the Bulgarian  land- 
scape in the wintry weather, ' German 
forces grew to seven, twelve, twenty, 
and finally to twenty-five divisions. 


Presently the weak and unfortunate Prince, 
and afterwards his Ministers. were sum- 
moned, like others before them. to Herr 
Ilitler’s footstool, and a Pact was signed 
which would have given Germany complete 
control not only over the body, but over 
the soul of the Slav nation. 

Then at last the people of Yugoslavia 
saw their peril. and with a universal spasm 
of revolt and national resurgence, very 
similar to that which in 1808 convulsed 
and glorified the people of Spain, they 
swept from power those who were leading 
them into a shameful tutelage. and re. 
solved at the eleventh hour to guard their 
freedom and their honour with their lives. 


INVASION BEGUN 


All this happened only a fortnight age. 
A boa-constrictor who had already covered 
his prey with his foul saliva and then 
had it suddenly wrested from his coils 
would be in an amiable mood compared 
with Hitler, Goering. Ribbentrop and the 
rest of the Nazi gang when they ex- 
perienced this bitter disappointment. A 
frightful vengeance was vowed against. the 
Southern Slavs. Rapid, perhaps hurried. 
redispositions were made of the German 
forces and of German diplomacy. Hungary 
was offered large territorial gains to 
become the accomplice in the assault upon 
a friendly neighbour with whom she had 
just signed a solemn pact of friendship 
and non-aggression. 

Count Teleki preferred to take his own 
life rather than join is such a deed of 
shame. A heavy forward movement of 
German armies. already gathered in and 
dominating Austria. was set in motion 
through Hungary to tie northern frontier 
of Yuroslavia. A ferocions howl of 
hatred from the supreme miscreant was the 
signal for the actual invasion. The open 

v of Belgrade was laid in ashes. and: 
at the same time a tremendous drive by 
the German armoured forces, which had 
been so improvidently allowed to gather in 
Rulgaria, was launched westward into 
Southern Serbia: and, it no longer being 
worth while to keeo up the farce of love 
for Greece other powerful forces rolled 
forward into Greece. where they were at 
once ufflinchingly encountered. and have 
already sustained more than one bloody 
ae at the hands of the heroic Greek 

rmy. 


LARGER ASPECTS 
OF THE STRUGGLE 


FRANCE AND HER. 
PEOPLE 


The British and Imperial troops have not 
up to the present been engaged. Further 
than this I cannot, at this moment. attempt 
to carry the tale I turn now for a few 
moments to the larger aspects of the war. 
I must first speak of France and of the 
French people, to whom, in their sorrows, 
we are united not only by memories, but 
hy living ties. I welcomed cordially the 
declaration of Marshal Petain. that France 
could never act againet her former ally, or 
go to war with her former ally. Such a 
course, so insensate, so unnatural. and. on 
lower grounds, go improvident, might well— 
thongh, of course. it is not for me to speak 
for any Government but our own—alienate 
from France for long years the sympathies 
and support of the American «democracy 
I am sure that the French nation. with 
whatever means of expression are «till open 
to them, would still repudiate such a ehame- 
ful course. 

We must. however, realise that the Go 
vernhment of Vichy is in A great measure. 
though happily not in all matters, in tho 
hands of Herr Hitier, acting daily through 
the Armistice Commission at Wieshaden. 
ae million Frenchmen are prisoners in 

erman hands; a great part of the food 
supply of France has been seized by Ger. 
many. Both prisoners and food can be 
doled out month by month in return for 


hostile wanda or wnfriendiy action 
against Great Britain Or, again, the cost 
of the German occunation of France, for 


which a cruel, exorbitant toll is exacted 
may he raised still further as a punishment 
or any manifestations of sympathy with 
us.

GRAVE WARNING 


There is one other form of action into 
which the Vichy Government may be led 
by the dictation of Germany—namely, the 
sending of powerful war vessels which are 
unfinished or have been damaged back 
from French African ports to ports in 
metropolitan France which are either under 
the control of the Germans or may at very 
short notice fall under that control. 

Such movements of French war vessels 
from Africa to France would alter the 
balance of naval power, and would thus 
prejudice the interests of the United States 
as well as our own.

A very 
great measure of security has been given to 
this country in the daylight, and we are 
glad that the days are lengthening— 
(laughter)—but now the moonlight periods 
are also looked forward to by the R.A.F.— 
(laughter)—as opportunities for inflicting 
severe deterrent losses upon the raiders, as 
well as for —", hard at the enemy in 
his own territory, he fact that our techni- 
cal advisers welcomed the light—daylight, 
moonlight. starlight—and that we do not 
rely for our protection on darkness, clouds 
and mist, as would have been the case some 
time ago, is pregnant with hope and with 
meaning. But, of course, all these tenden- 
cies are only in their early stages, and I 
forbear to enlarge upon them. 


BATTLE OF THE

THE LOSSES ON BOTH 
SIDES 


But, after all, everything turns upon the 
battle of the Atlantic, which is proceeding 
with growing intensity on both sides. Our 
losses in ships and tonnage are very heavy. 
and vast as are the shipping resources 
which we control these losses could not con. 
tinne indefinitely without seriously affecting 
our war effort and our means of snbsistence. 
It is no answer to say that we have im. 
flicted upon the Germans and Italians a far 
higher proportion of loss compared with 
the size of their merchant fleets and the 
fleeting opportunities they offer us than 
they have upon us, with our world-wide 
traffic continuously maintained. 

We have, in fact sunk. captured or seen 


4,000,000 tons cf British tonnage. As 
against that we have under the British flag 
ever 3,000,000 tons of foreign, neutral or 
newly-constructed tonnage. erefore, at 
the moment our enormous fleets sail the 
seas without any serious or obvious diminu. 
tion “ far aa the number of ships is con- 
cerned. 


NEW TONNAGE 


But what is to happen in the future if 
these losses continue at the present rate? 
Where are we to find another three or four 
million ton» io ill the gap which is being 
created and to carry us on through 1942? 
We are building merchant ships upon a very 
considerable scale and to the utmost of our 
ability, having regard to other calls upon 
us. 

We are also making a most strenuous 
effort to make ready for sea the large 
number of veasele which have been damaged 
by the enemy aad the still larger number 


which have heer damaged by the winter 
gales. We are doing our utmost 
accelerate the turn round of our ships, 


remembering—and this is a striking figure— 
that even ten days saving on turn round 
on our immense fleets is equal to a reinforce- 
ment of 6,000,000 tons of imports in a 


single year. 
AMERICAN HELP 


I can assure the House that all the 
energy and contrivance of which we are 
capable have been, and will continue to he. 
devoted to e purposes, and we are 
already conscious of substantial results. 
But when all is said and done, the only 
way in which we can get through the year 
1942 without a very sensible contraction 
of our war effort is by another gigantic 
building of merchant ships in the United 
States, similar to that prodigy of output 
accomplished by the Americans in 1918. 

All this has been in train in the United 
States for many months past. There has 
now been a ve large extension of the 
programmes, and we have the assurance 
that several millions of tons of American 
new-built shipping will be available for the 
common struggle during the course of next 
year. flere, then, is the assurance upon 
which we may count for that staying power, 
without which it will not be possible to save 
the world from the criminals who assail 
its future. 


U-BOAT MENACE 


The U-boats and the surface raiders, 
ranging ever farther to the westward, ever 
hearer to the shores of the United States, 
constitute a menace which must over- 
come if the life of Britain is not to be 
endangered, and if the purposes, may Í 
add, to which the Government and the 
people of the United States have devoted 
themselves are not to be frustgated. We 
shall, of course, make every effort in our 
power. The defeat of the U-boats and of 
the surface raiders has been proved to be 
entirely a question of adequate escort for 
our convoys. It will, indeed, be disastrous 
if the great masses of weapons, munitions 
and instruments of war of all kinds made 
with the toil and skill of American hands 
at the cost of the United States and loaned 
to us under the Aid to Britain -Bill were 
to sink into the depths of the ocean and 
never reach the hard-pressed Aghting line. 


MORE U.S. WAR 
VESSELS 


That would be a result lamentable to us 
over here, and I cannot believe that it 
would be found acceptable to the proud and 
resolute people of the United States. Indeed, 

am now authorised to state that ten 
United States Revenue cutters—fast vessels, 
of about 2,000 tons displacement, with a 
fine armament and a very wide range of 
endurance—have already been placed at our 
disposal by the United States Government 
and will soon he in action. 

These vessels, originally designed to 
enforce prohibition, will now serve an even 
higher purpose.

Tt is, of course, very hazardous to try to 
forecast in what direction, or directions,

OBITUARY

MR. ALBERT E. WOOD, K.C. 


The death occurred portouling of Mr. 
Albert E. Wood, K.C., at his resi 
dence, Albany, Williamstown, Black- 
rock, Dublin, aged sixty-seven. 
Mr. Wood, who was a prominent 
member of the irish Bar and the 
English Bar, had been in failing health 
since last autumn, and in October he 
made his final appearance in the Four 
Courts. 

A son of the sate Mr. Robert Wood, 
of Bradford, he was born in Norwich, 
and from the age of three was residing 
in Dublin. e was educated at 
Morgan’s School, Castleknock. and at 
Trinity College. Dublin. In 1902 he 
was called to the Irish Bar, and he 
became a member of the English Bar 
(Lincoln’s Inn) about twenty years 
ago. Ten years ago he became a 
Bencher 6f King’s Inns, Dublin. 

Mr. Wood enjoyed an _ extensive 
practice, particularly in common law 
proceedings and murder trials as de- 
fence counsel. Notable cases in which 
he had figured were the Scala Sweep- 
stake suit and the Edgeworthstown 
murder trial. He made his last appear- 
ance as an advocate in England in 
1940, when he led in the ventry 
murder appeal on behalf of the two 
Irishmen, Barnes and McCormack, who 
were sentenced to death consequent 
upon an explosion in that city. While 
he did not identify himself with Irish 
politics, he was a member of the In- 
dependent Labour Party in England, 
and at two parliamentary elections he 
contested seats in Lancashire. His 
death recalls the controversy which 
raged in this country on the legality 
of the payments of land annuities to 
England: he was one of the counsel 
who advised Mr. de Valera on the 
matter before Fianna Fail decided that 
its representatives should enter the 
Dail. A keen golfer, he was a member 
of the Royal Dublin and the Port- 
marnock Clubs. Mr. Wood is survived 
by his wife and his sons, Mr. Ernest 
M Wood, a junior member oí the Irish 
Bar, and Mr. Victor Wood, who is in 
England. 


MR. J. H. MONTGOMERY 

Mr. Joseph Henry Montgomery, 
solicitor, of 78 Northumberland road, 
Dublin, who died in a city hospital 
esterday, was a son of the late Mr. 
H. B. 8. Montgomery, an engineer oí 
the Board of Works, who lived at 
Limehill, St. Doulagh’s, near Malahide, 
At an early age he 
was apprenticed to his cousin, Mr. 
William Deverell, who afterwards 
became Clerk of the Crown and Peace 
for County Wicklow. In 1905 he took 
over the business and practised in 
D'Olier Chambers, D'Olier street, 
where one of his sons, Mr. Edwa 
Joseph Montgomery, became appren- 
ticed to him in] In 1927 Mr. E. 
J. Montgomery qualified, entered into 
partnership in the firm, and now 
carries it on, his father having retired 
about five years ago. 

The late Mr J. H. Montgomery 
specialised in Land Court work, and 
had a great number of county agencies 
He appeared very frequently in_ the 
Land Judge’s Court in the early Land 
Commission sales connected with the 
disposal of many of the largest estates 
in the South of Ireland. He had many 
hobbies, was a member of the old 
Photographic Society, and was an 
original member of the Blackrock 
Bowling Club, which he helped to 
found. He had one of the finest private 
workshops for woodwork and metal 
work in Dublin, and constantly was 
adding to his magnificent collection of 
tools. He was a life member of the 
Royal Dublin Society and of the Royal 
Zoological Society of Ireland, and

Standardisation 


Being accustomed to freedom from 
restrictions upon tuning or alteri 
machines for civilian trials, waite a 
us thought this military insistence 
upon absolute standardisation rather 
severe. The official view seems to be 
that, as a military motor cyclist may 
be called upon tc ride any machine in 
his unit, it is desirable to have those 
machines as similar as possible. The 
riders should feel “ at, home”’ on any 
military machine rather than upon 
their own pet bicycles. Special tuning 
or the fitting of individual devices is 
discouraged on the und that if 
riders were permit to give free 
play to their mechanical fancies the 
sequel might not be reliability. 

An important point is that the 
machines being used in the big Army 
evem on 6th Apml were not to be 
regarded as trial machines: they were 
motor cycles for everyday use that had 
been ridden to the course on the morn- 
ing of the trial, in at Jeast one case 
a distance of nearly 100 miles, and 
which were being driven over war 
hazards in their everyday condition. 

The regulations made the t of 
dress to be worn optional, but in 
actual fact ‘riders used their Army 
“issue” clothing. Many were in 
ordinary battle dress; some, where 
they had been issued with special 
motor cycle equipment, wore waders, 
and a few were in overalls, some of 
the international six days’ trial type. 
Steel helmets were not worn. Respira- 
tors—‘‘ gas masks ” is not the word— 
were carried in the “‘alert’’ position, 
and, on the first lap, riders wore 
them, on- their faces, so to speak, 
during their negotiating of the very 
muddy hazard.

Amenities 


Among the amenities were NAAFI 
tents for officers and their friends and 
for other ranks and the band of the 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers. There 
was an L.A.D. section to repair any 
badly damaged machine, so that its 
rider could get home on it. 

One of the most impressive pieces 
of work was the scoring. <A great 
blackboard showed the progress, lap 
by lap, of the teams, and also the 
prepress of the riders who were doing 

t. As the runners brought ob- 
servers’ sheets to the Central Control 
with great frequency the scores were 
kept up-to-date, each teams’ markin 
being posted soon after it complet 
each lap.

CATTLE DISEASE 


TO '1'HE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—While one i the im- 
portance of taking every possible pre- 
caution against, the spread of foot-and- 
mouth disease amongst cattle, it seems 
there is a danger of the very precav- 
‘tions themselves tending to contribute 
towards the continuance of disease 
they were intended to check. 

I refer to cases, such as have 
occurred here and elsewhere, in which 
a farmer whose out-offices are rated 
from his grazing lands by the public 
road; is unable, owing to the present 
restrictions, to obtain a permit to move 
his cattle across the road, with the 
result that they must be kept on the 
homestead lands, which in the majority 
of cases are under tillage or prepared 
for meadowing. 

The result is that the cattle of more 
than one farmer are helping to destroy 
the growing crops or ruining lands in- 
tended for meadowing this year. In 
all these instances the cattle have in- 
sufficient grazing, and the inevitable 
result will be the deterioration of the 
cattle in condition and their reduction 
to the state of “Jean kine’’ that will 
be fruitful subjects for the spread of 
the very disease we are praying God to 
remove from us. 

I am informed that in none of these 
cases of manifest hardship can a permit 
be obtained. 1 cannot, however, but 
feel that the Minister for Agriculture 


will find a way out of the im .

HIBERNIAN ACADEMY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Once more into the breach. 
Those who have taken Mr. Patrick 
Kavanagh to task over his article on 
this year’s Academy, with one honour- 
able exception, have done so in such 
a manner that it is Mr. Kavanagh 
who scores; and his scoring is doubled 
by those who arose to defend him 
against the counts of the original 
letter-writers, particularly Mrs. Ganly. 
Unless I am much mistaken in the re- 
actions of the ordinary man, the ordi- 
nary reader of the /rish Limes will 
have been convinced that in some way, 
he is not sure how, Mr. Kavanagh 
has expressed some deep underlying 
truth, he is not sure what, and that 
those who have disagreed with him 
are jealous, or mistaken, or both. — 

Mrs. Ganly’s argument of writers 
attending to their writing, and 
painters to their painting, and never 
the twain shall meet, is, as Flann 
O’Brien has pointed out, quite un- 
tenable. None of the arts is isolated, 
either from the other arts or from ite 
period. Here it should onl be 
necessary to point out that James 
Joyce’s interest in music quite 
obviously affected the structure and 
movement of ‘‘ Ulysses.’’ Or, to take 
another example, would Pablo Picasso 
ever have painted his ‘‘ Guernica 
had it not been for all he had read 
about the Spanish war? The operative 
word is read. But countless instances 
could be given which would show how 
the arts interact and react on each 
other. The novels of Mr. Wyndham 
Lewis are, no doubt, the novels of a 
painter, but they are still novels. 

One of the points on which Mr. 
Kavanagh might have been taken up 
was his statement that the level of 
artistic criticism falls when women 
are the artists in question. ‘‘ Sounds 
crankish,” he adds, “ but there’s a 
lot of truth in it.” . Is there? The 
implication is that sex effects and 
even vitiates the judgment of the 
critic. The answer is, it depends on 
the critic. From time to time, how- 
ever, both men and women have been 
found who, in the exercise of 
criticism, have proved themselves cap- 
able of objective judgment and im- 
partial analysis. In such criticism 
the important, and only, point to be 
considered is not the sex of the 
painter, but the quality of the paint- 
ing. There is, on the other hand, an 
old saying: “he could not have 
corrupted me, had I not first desired 
to be corrupted,” which would seem 
worth remembering.—Yours, etc.,

(BEFORE MR. McCARTHY. 
Joseph Connon, Killaha, Old Finglas 
road, Dublin, was fined £10 for failing 
to report two cases of foot-and-mouth 
disease on his farm at Cardiff’s Bridge, 
Finglas; on February 26 last. 

The defence was that Mr. Connon did 


not know that the animals had the 
disease. 
Mr, George D. Murnaghan (in- 


structed by Mr. D. Ua Donnchadha, 
Chief State Solicitor’s Office), who pro- 
secuted, said that it was thought that 
cases of foot-and-mouth disease not re- 
ported by owners of animals had con- 
tributed very largely to the present 
serious national situation. It was the 
duty of owners to inspect their animals 
regularly, or to leave some responsible 
person in charge if they were not 
able to inspect the animals themselves. 
In this case, where there had been 
other outbreaks. nearby, it was the 
duty of Mr. Connon to have had the 
animals inspected almost hourly. 

Mr. William Fitzgerald (instructed 
by Mr. James Fagan), who appeared 
for Mr. Connon, said that it would be 
a great hardship on farmers if every 
farmer who could not be in constant 
attendance on animals had to employ a 
reasonably competent person con- 
stantly to watch them.

Under a _ rearrangement of the 
system of allocation of flour, millers 
will in future supply their customers 
with approximately 90 per cent, of 
their purchases during 1940. 

Previously supplies were restricted 
to the average quantities purchased 
during the. months of September, 
October and November, 1940. In the 
new scheme the whole of the year 
1940 is taken as the standard period, 
and flour millers have been directed to 
allocate amongst their customers 
48,000 sacks of flour per week on the 
basis of the 1940 purchases. The 
allocations will be so arranged that 
each customer will receive approxim- 
ately 90 per cent. of his purchases 
during 1940. The aggregate purchases 
of flour during 1940 were for various 
reasons above normal, and the weekly 
allocation now proposed is not a 
material decrease on pre-war consump- 
tion. 

The Department again urges the 
public to reduce consumption of flour 
and bread and avoid wastage in every 
possible way. In this way the reduc- 
tion in the weekly quantity now pro- 
posed should cause ne hardship,
